8. On the Organization of Caste by Ballala Sen—By Mankwano- 
pipavAva Hararsasio Suisrat, M.A. 

It will be remembered that at the last genoral mecting I vend two 
papers, ono on the Authenticity of Vallalacarita and the otlier on tho 
foxistence of the Ancient Magi in India, even up to the presont day. 
‘The materials for the lattor paper were drawn from the nowly-dis- 
covered MSS, of Vallélacavita by Ananda Bhatta, In tho present paper 
I purpose to give a brief outline of ion of the Onate System 
by Vallala 800 years ago. But betore comimenoing the papor I cannot help 
bringing to your notico n striking confirmation of my theory about tho 
‘Magi from a more ancient and a moro authentic source. My friend and 
pupil, Babu Gungémohan Luskara, M.A., a post-graduate scholar, is en- 
gaged in deciphering an ancient MS, brought by mo from Nepal and exhi. 
ited at this meoting about two years ago, ‘The MS., I believe, was copied 
about 550 A.D. Ibis written in the same charactors as the Horinzi palm- 
Javon in Japan. In the ninth leaf of the MS., on the rovers aide, thove ia 
‘a verso in the fature tenso—a prophetic utterance no doubt — mngarat 
wa] awe OTEt we. In tho Kaliyage Brihmagas and Magas will 
bo regarded as equals. So even in that ancient time, when Nasirvan 
was making war on the R&jis of Gujorat or oven some centuries before 
it, good people in India wero labouring undor the apprehension that Brah- 
‘manag and the Magi will, at some future time, occupy tho samo position. 

Now to my prosont paper. I consider thoso chapters of the Carita 
‘as most authentic which are connected with the name of Qarapa Datta, 
‘ contemporary poet of Vallala, and I will see what Garana has to say. 
about the re-organization of the caste system by Vallala. 

‘Vallala in those chapters is said to have performed a great sncrifice, 
invited all the four castes with the innumerable mixed castes, and 
fed them and honoured them all according to their deserts, The 
Sondra banias, however, who prided themselves as Vaigyas, had no 
separate accommodation provided for them. They complained and they 
were told to go with the clean Gadras. They resented it and left the place. 
‘Their overbearing conduct was reported to the king and he declared 
that they should be degraded and any Bréhmaya teaching them or 
officiating in their religious ceremonies should be excommunicated

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‘This order of degradation was communicated to all the officers of the 
State and proclaimed by beat of drums thronghout Vallala’s vast 
ompire, ‘The Brihmagas complained that the bnuias have a fair colour 
‘and that they aro very handsome, ‘They should not be allowed to wear 
the holy thread, beonuse in that case, Bréhmagas by mistake may make 
obeinanco to them, and so Vallala ordered that their holy thread should 
bo snatched away, Most of the banias flod from Valléla’s dominions, 
nd those who remained had to submit to his terms, #0, lind to give up 
tho holy thread, But the riob, influential, and haughty bania oannot be 
coxpected to tamely brook all this zouvs ou them, ‘They retaliated in 
manner worthy of banias, ‘The slave-taders were Brihmanas and the 
Dania used to grant them accommodation, They now stopped slavo 
trade in Vallalu’s kingilom. People in great distress implorod tho 
ing to do something to alleviate their sufferings, and ho proclaimed that 
‘tho Kaivarttas should henceforth be regarded as clean Giidras and that 
‘thoir services should be accepted. ‘Thousands and thousands of Kai- 
varttas accepted domestic service, and thelr leador, Mahoga, who was & 
“ Mahnttara” (a nobleman) already, was made @ Mabiimindalika, n pro- 
‘Vinoial governor, and sont to Daksinegbite with all his warlike followers. 
So Vallaln dograded the banins and raised tho Kaivnrtas. ‘Tho garland- 
makers, the potters, and the blacksmiths theu implored the king to raiso 
their porition in the caste hiorarchy and the Raja proclaimed that thoy 
should be regarded as clean Gadins, Ho mado Dhara, his sorvant, a 
ttnen (a nobleman) and bis barber a Thikura, 

‘This is short summary of the three most important and threo 
most authentic chapters of the Carita connected with tho namo of 
Yarayn Datta, Now I will try to intorpret them. ‘Tho changes against, 

Sonar banias wore (1) That thoy left Vallala’'s feast bocanso 
‘thought they wero slighted and treated as Qidras; (2) they 
waled the Brihmagns, called them names, and openly charged them 
with boing the descendants of fomalo slaves ; (3) their lender, to whom 
thoy wore greatly attached, sided with the Palas, the Buddhist kings 
‘of Mogadha, with whom Vallala was often at war; and (4) that 
this loader gavo his deughtor in marriage to the Buddhist Pala king of 
‘Magndin aud therefore he had great influence in bis own caste. 

‘These charges have been formulated in Garana’s chapters, But in 
another chapter, namely in chapter I, for which Ananda Bhatta himself 
is responsible, there are tio more charges very distinct. Ono is that 
Ballabha, the headman of tho banins, refused to advauco Vallala money 
to prosecute a war against Magadha, thongh on a former occasion he ad- 
‘yaniced e crore of rupocs. ‘The other is that the banias slighted the Brah- 
mapas and slighted Vallala too. Their conduct was haughty aud over 
boaving. 
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‘Those are the charges on which Vallala degraded a whole onste and 
excommunicated them from the community of four castes and they aro of 
agrave nature, ‘The charges show that the banins were Buddhists. 
It is tho Sots and Bonias who figure prominently in the Buddhist re- 
ym in nambers. And in Bengal, where Hin- 
sictly Brahmanism had to be re-introduced under 
the Brabmanas and their faithfal adherents, the Kayasthas, the Bud- 
Ahists, formed tho upper ley community, and they always looked with a 
jonlons eye on the proponderence of a rival faith, of the priesthood of 

lay followers. 

‘as represented by Ananda Bhatta, enrly sympathized with 
ists, I mean T'éntrika Buddhists of a later date. Vollowing 
the obscene rites of these degraded Buddhists, he used tho girl of an 
actress, a nati, and n candalf of twolve yenrs of age. But a monk from 
Vadarikti Grama converted him into Qaivism and he became an out 
and-out Brahmiuist and, T believe, n persecutor of his former faith, as 
all apostates are, When Vallila was a sympathizer of Buddhism, Balla- 
ha advanced him monoy for his warfare. Bat with the change of 
roligion tho attitude of Ballabha, his financier, changed. He joined t) 
Palns of Magadha, gave his daughter ia marriage to a Pala king, a1 
ineurred the displeasure of Vallila, ‘The snerifice turned tho public 
tympathy in favour of the Raji and he was not slow in taking advantage 
of tho publio feeling. Alono ho could not degrade them, he must 
have Brébmagns with him, and on this occasion he found tho 
Brihmnpas fally prepared to co-operato with him, becanse the banins 
slighted them, sbused them, and wanted to be their vival 

‘That at Valiala’s timo the casto aystom in Bengal required re-orga- 
nization is plain from history. I have elsowhoro shown that in Hiounth 
Sang’s time Buddhism was tho dominant religion in Bengal, though tho 
heretics wore not unknown, Our own tradition shows tho Adigtira 
about Hiounth Sang’s timo saw that the fow Brahmins, in Bengal know 
nothing of Hinduism. ‘They wero porbaps tradors as they wore in 
Buddhist countries. Ho bronght Bréhmagas and Kayasthas to Bengal. 
‘hey increased and maltiplied for centuries and included old Brabminis 
and some converts, for in a mixed oommunity such conversions are fre- 
quont and the Hinda society looked tolerably big. ‘The Brahmagas and 
Kayasthas formed tho backbone of tho society, as the monks and their 
followers formed the backbone of the Buddhist commonity. But 
there was » vast population on whom faith sat rather loose, ‘The 
Brabmanas cold not go beyond the Cudras, ‘Tho aborigines wore out- 
side their operatiov, but the Buddhist had no such soruples. They 
10 @ re-organization was nocessary in 
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‘Vallila’s timo, Ho dograded the Banias and raised the Kaivartitas, The 
castes below Gidras wore called Autyajas. If they offered a glass of 
water ton good Brahmana heis bound to reject it. ‘They were semi-Bud- 
ahists, ‘The Buddhist monks, however, claimed them as theirs, as they do 
everywhore, ‘The Brihmagas claimed as theirs, But these Kai- 
varttas were very influential. I read a paper some time ago, in which I 
tried to show that about fifty years before Vallila, about the year 1080 
A.D. they drove away tho Pala kings from North Bengal and set up 
Bhima Divoka as their king, They killed n Pala king, and imprisoned 
another. But at Jast Romapile defeated them, and broke their power. 
They were smarting under this discomfiture when Vallala from 
‘Westorn Bengal invaded North Bengal and conquored it from the Palas. 
Bnst Bengal too fll into his hands with its capital Ramapila, From 
‘the terms in which Vallala aponks of those Knivarttas he sooms to have 
derived mach benefit, from them, Ho was anxious that they should 
get some recognized position in Hindu society. ‘They helped him in 
finding out his son Lakeriann, whon that Princo fled away before the 
anger of astopmother, and ho told them “Gnoobadhvam Vyavahiryya- 
tim” that is be» olean caste among tho Hindus and at the same time ho 
r ocoupation. They were fishermon and boatswains, but ho 
made them agrioulturiate also, ‘Thoir auxiety to serve the Brahmayas 
and others has alveady been adverted to. 

By inducing thom to nccept domestic service, and by inducing their 
Joaders to accept high Stato appointments in  quartor away from the 
contro of thoir influence, Vallala freed North Bengal from tho turbulence 
‘of thoso restless people. Daksionghata of Vallala is tho same as Maydala- 
ghate of tho present day, wher Kaivarttas form tho bulk of the popula 
tion and the majority of tho uppor classos. ‘Tho namo sooms to havo 
changed from Daksipaghith to Mandalaghata, boca: 
chiof, Mahega was oroated » Mabimangalika, tho gront Mangala. 

‘Tho other castes mado clean by Vallila, as mentioned by Garapa 
wore Malikira, Kumbbakira and Karmira, ‘Theso are never regarded as 
Antyajas, 60 thoir incorporation means a re-conversion into Brahmaniam, 
Vallala gavo high offices of State even to low-caste mon. Ho mad 
Kaivartta a Mahamindalike, A Napita a Mahattara, or noblo man, 

So far the information is received from Vallala’s contemporary, 
Garapa. At the ond of the book, however, Ananda Bhatta on his own 
authority gives a few vorses of what is termed the Appendix to the 
‘Vallilacarite. ‘Those, when translated, ron thus 

“Brom Bribmaya in Kentriya gitls wore born Chetri, who 
are also called Réjaputra, ‘The Sonar banias have become Vritya or 
degraded for loss of the holy thread. Gopn (cowhord), méli (makers of 
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flower garlands), Tamboli (betel-sollors), Kamuiras (workers in boll- 
metal), Tanti (weavers), Qagkhike (workers in conch-shell) Kulala 
(potters), Karmakaras (blacksmiths), Napita (borbers), are Navasiy- 
akas (nine arrows). ‘Tailike (the oilman), Gandhika (pico and inconse 
‘yendor), and Vaidyas aro clean Qidras, Of all tho SatGidras, the 
Kayastha is declarod to be the best.” 

‘This is addressed by Ananda Bhatta to the Raje of Navadvipa to 
whom he dedicates Vallalacarita. So this relates to tho state of 
things as existed in 1510, and it is not very different from the stato of 
things to-day. 

‘There is, however, another chaptor on the caste aystom in the work 
given on the authority of Vydsapurdnt by Simhagiri, who converted 
Vallila, to Gaivism. But I reserve the examination of thet chepter for 
my noxt paper.

Receipts Rs. 17,490, Expenditure Rs. 28,326-4 (Ordinary Rs. 16,126-4, 
‘xtraordinary Rs, 7,200). 

‘Taking into account only tho ordinary items of receipts and ex- 
penditure for the year 1901, tho actual results have beon: Receipts 
Rs, 17,602-4-6, Expenditure Re, 11,397-12-5, 

‘Tho receipts thus show an increnso of Rs. 172-46, while the ox- 
ponditure shows a saving of Rs. 4,728-7-7 on tho Budget Estimate. 

‘There is an increase in Receipts under the heads of “ Subscriptions,” 
“ Sale of Publications,” and “ Government Allowancos.” Subscriptions were 
estimated at Rs, 7,000, while the actuals were Rs, 7,995-14, the excess 
boing due to a largo number of members being elected during tho Inst 
yenr. Owing to heavy purchases of the Society's publications by Messrs, 
‘Thacker, Spink and Co., “Sale of Publications” has exceeded by 
Rs, 279.8-8, A farther grantof Rs. 1,000 by the Government of India 
towards carrying on the work of the International Cataloguo of Sciontifio 
Literature having ben received, there is thus an indreaso of Rs. 1,000 
‘under tho head ‘ Government Allowances.” 

‘The differencd between the estimated and actual receipts iandet the 
head “Interest on Investments” is due to the interest for the second 
half of 1901 being credited by the Bank of Bengal on 2nd January 1902 
instead of 8lst December 1901, The heading “ Miscellanieous” shows a 
vary slight decrease. 

“On the Expenditure side, the items of “Salaries,” “Pe 
“ Freight,” “Meotings,” “ Contingencies,” and “ Printing Circulars, &¢," 
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show an increase. “Owing to payment of salaries for December last 
during that month, there is an increase of Rs. 156-8-9 under this head. 
For tho same reason, there is an increase of Rs. 4 under “Pension.” 
Tho estimate for “Freight” has been excoeded by Rs. 138-5. This isdue to 
supplying other Societies with back volumes of the Society's publications 
in exchange. The amounts allowed for under the heads “ Meetings,” 
“Contingencies,” and “Printing Circulars, &c,” have. been slightly 
exceeded. 

‘There were three extraontinary items of expenditure during 1901 
‘under the heads of Furniture,” “ Royal Society's Catalogue,” and“ Insu~ 
ance” not provided for in the Budget. Rapeos 112-10 was paid for supply- 
ing entire now punkha frills. The expenditure on the Royal Society's 
Catalogue has been Rs 450-9.9. Rupees 312-8 was paid to Messrs. Duncan 
Brothers and Co,, being fire insurance premium from 19th April 1901 to 
19th April 1902, 

‘Tho Budget Estimate of probable Ordinary Receipts and Expendi- 
ture for 1902 has been fixed as follows: Receipts Rs. 18,375; Expen- 
diture Rs, 16,911-4. 

On the Receipt sido the estimated incomes under the heads “Sub- 
scriptions” and “ Sale of Publications” is based upon the average of the 
ctaal amount received in the past three years. “Interest on Investments 
hhas.beon increased by Rs. 170 on account of the interest on temporary 
investments. “Rent of Rooms” has been increased by Rs. 175 owing to 
the Photographic Society of Indin being charged an increasod rent of 
Re. 25 por month from May 1902. 

On the Expenditure side, the item of “Meetings” has beon slightly 
fnicreased. ‘The increase of Rs. 500 for books ix required to adjust 
‘Mossrs. Lusao and Co.'s account and to enable the Society to purchase 
some new books for the Library. Rupees 1,211-6-5 of last year’s grant 
remain unexponded. As there has been no petty repairs last yoar, a 
sum of Rs. 100 has been allotted for the purpose. 

The item “Proceedings” is based upon the actuals of the past 
‘three years, and as the addition to the Society's Library is published 
yearly a sum of Rs. 600 will be sufficient. Rupees 5 has been allotted 
Tor registration feo for 1902. it 

There is a new item of Rs. 625 under the head “Insurance.” 

Rupees 312-8 was spent last year, but on renewal of the policy: the 
insurance premium will be doubled. 
“There will, moreover, be an extraordinary item of expenditure 
‘under “Zibrary Catalogue.” An additional sum of Rs. 100 has been paid. 
to Mr. HB; Perie, the compiler, on account, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 1,100 for the budget of 1902.

Library, 

‘Tho total number of volumes or parts of volumes idded to tho 
Library during the yonr was 2,461, of which 575 were pirohasod and 
1,886 presented or received in exchango for the Society's publications, 

A new edition of the Society's Library Catalogue is still under 
preparation, On detailed inspection of the snanuscript ‘by the Sub- 
Committeo, the compiler was asked to revise the manusoript, and for 
the extra work involved his honorarium was' increased by Rs. 800, 
making a total of Rs. 1,800. 

International Cataloguo of Soiontific Literature, 

During tho year 1901, tho work of the Catalogue, the preparation 
of Index-slips or cards, as required by the International Catalogue Com- 
matteo, was begun.

Barclay Momorial Medal. 


In 1895, the Surgeon-Greneral of the Indian Medical Service offered tho 
Barclay Memorial Medal to the Asiatic Soofety of Bengal together with 
tho Rs, 500 odd belonging to the fund. ‘Phe Council of the Society 
accepted the offer and rales were framed to regulate tho award which 
wero published in the Society's Proceedings for August 1897. 
During 1901, the Council of the Society awarded tho first Barclay 
Momorial Modal to Mr. B, Ernest Greon, Govornmont Entomologist, 
Coylon, in recognition of his contributions to Kconomic Entomology dur- 
{ing the past year, 
‘Max Millor Momorial Fund, 

At the instance of tho Executive Committes of the Max Maller

On receipt of an enquiry from the Honorary Secretary of the 
United Service Club, whether the Society would ontertain any’ proposal 
on tho part of the Club to purchase the Society's promises and on what 
terms, the Council referred the matter to » Sub-Committeo, consisting 
of Major A. Alcock, Mr. 8, 0. Hill, Mr. W. K. Dods, Mr. J. Bathgate, 
and Mr. J, D. Nimmo. ‘The Sub-Committee, after obtaining legal assur- 
‘ance of tlre Sooiety’s right to sell its premises, drew up a report with the 
recommendation that the proposals set forth therein be submitted to 
the Mombers of the Society.

In the Philological Seotion of the Society's Journal four sumberss 
have been published, covering altogether 258 pages of letter-press. One of 
those numbers belongs to Vol. LXIX of 1900, two to Vol. LXX of 1901, 
and one is an extra number for 1901 giving a skotch of the Ladakhi 
Grammar.. Materials for another number are ready, snd it has been pro- 
posed to inmuo another ¢xtra number containing appendix to Dr. Hoorle’s 
Report on Central Asian Antiguitics 

‘Tho last Annual Report contains a synopsis of No. 2 of 1900 from 
‘the pon of Dr. Bloch. In the rest of the numbers there is very little of 
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history or antiquities. They are more linguistic and numismatie than in 
provios years, but. they folly sustain the reputation of the Journal of 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal. ‘Two linguistic papers by the Reva. Me. 
1. Grahame Bailey, B.D., M.A., Wasirabad, are very important from 
‘many points of view. ‘There are criminal tribes in the Panjab who have 
peculiar dialects of their own unknown to the peaceful inhabitants, 
‘This facilitates the commission of crime and helps the criminals to 
escape detection. Rtforts were often mado to enter into the mystory of 
their dialect, but in vain, Revd. Mr. Bailey has, howover, succeded, ut 
lust, in gaining clues to the decipherment of two of these dialects. ‘Tho 
Sésis are thieves and the Qaltds are cattle-poisoners. Ordinarily they 
speak the Panjabi dialect, but they use their peculiar dialect only at the 
‘time of the commission of crimes. ‘The Galdés change Panjabi words by 
the introduction of the syllable ma in the middle of the word, just 
as skul-skumal, bat the Sisi change them in a varioty of ways, all of 
which are equally well known to tho initiated. 

But the most important Iinguistio paper of the yenr is a skotch of 
‘tho Ladakhi Grammar compiled by A. H. Francke. It is a completo 
grammar of tho Ladakhi dialoot of the Tibetan language, and a know- 
edge of the grammar of the classical ‘betan is essential in undar- 
standing the dinleotic variety of Ladakh, ‘The verbal system of Ladakh 
shows an advance on th classical system. ‘Tho classioal verb is moro a 
‘verbal noun, for the verbal strength of « sentence lies less in tho verb 
itself than in thé subject of tho sentence, whother that be usod in the 
nominative or instrumental, ‘The utterance of the verb in the Ladakhi 
Ainleot rests on this: Tt can no longer be constructed altornately with 
tho nominative and the instrumental, but that each separate vorb takes 
‘ono or the other caso alone, ‘Tho Ladakhi verb shows threo distinct 
sstems: (1) The prosont stom ; (2) tho perfect stem; and (8) the impera 
tive stem. ‘Tho futuro is often formed by adding én to the verbs, e., 
‘chain, shall go. 

‘Mr. Francke has rendered another important service by publishing 
‘three original documents in the Ladakhi dialect giving tho history of 
tho country from the earliest time up to the settlement of the country 
under tho Réjis of Kagmir. ‘They wore compiled and translated by 
the late lamented Karl Marx, © Moravian missionary at Leh, in Ladakh. 
‘Mr. Francke, by publishing the Grammar and the three Histories with 
translations, has brought the Ladakhi dialect within the reach of 
scholars in Burop 

‘Two papers on, numismatics by W. Theobald, M.N.8.L., one on 
Kirylpaina “Coinage and the other on the Copper Coins of Anciont India, 
traverse thé entire numismatic work done on these two classes of

coins. The writer examines all the devices found on these 
and attempts to give them their proper attribution, Errors had accu- 
‘mulated as regards the identification of these various devices for more 
than eighty years. ‘Tho errors were made by distinguished men engaged 
in the pioneor work of finding, classifying, figuring and so on. A vast 
number of coins have now been collected in different museums and 
private coin-cabinets and it is now time that a systematic survey should 
bo made of the vast accumulation of materials, Mr. Theobald took 
upon himaclf this arduous work and the Indian numismatiste will 
remain ever indebted to him for the thorough manner in which he has 
porformed it, Ho has rejected many symbols as wrong identifications ; 
hho haa improved upon many attributions; he has given a etter classifi- 
cation; and has placed great importance on the geographical distribution 
of coins; as, for example, a symbol identified with the deer bas been proved 
to stand for a buifalo, A treo on a coin from Shaharanpore was regarded. 
as pipal, but in that part of the country pipal trees are a rarity, and so it 
should be Himélayan codax—so fino, 6 striking, and so magnificont a tree. 
From tho indices sppended to his papers it will bo soon how fertile the 
Indians were in their inventions about these devices. ‘They have pressed 
‘Trees, flowers, fraita, animals, birds, shell-fish, in fact, everything under 
tho sky, into their sorvico, and it is no wonder that eminent me were 
mistaken as to their identification. ‘Tho futuro numismatist will find 
‘this work much easior. ‘Thanks to Mr, ‘Theobold, 

‘Tho Sunga or Mitra dynasty succeeded tho Mauryas in the Bmpiro 
of Northern India about the year 180 B.C. ‘Tho Sunga coins are very 
rare, Colonel C, H. Shepherd had found two goins of this dynasty. But 
thoy belong to two kings of the dynasty not known before, named Dhrava, 
‘Mitra and Rudra Gupta, real gain to our knowledge of the 
‘Sunga dynasty the kings of which played an important partin North India 
‘at a time when the Grecks wore establishing themselves in the Panj 

In a previous paper Mr. Hoey identified Sowan, a station in the 
Saran district, with the famous Kuginiré, the place of Buddha's death, 
Ina supplement to that noto of his published during the year under 
review, the writer contends that the Titaria Stipa between the Deha 
and Sondi Rivers is no other than the Stupa mentioned by Hwen Thsang 
as built for the purpose of commemorating the bind which plunged into 
the water and flying up shook ite wings to extinguish a forest fie. 
‘This bind.stupa stood near tho vihira, in which was the figure repre- 
senting the Nirvana with the adjacent stipa and a pillar bearing 
note to the fact. So he thinks that the great Nirvana Stipa should 
‘be somewhere near tho ‘Titéria Stipa. He thinks he has also found the 
stiipa commemrating the pious deeds of Drona mentioned in Buddhist 
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books, who interposed to prevent the resort to arms and divided the relics 
of Buddha to the seven claimants, 

Babu Nandalil Dey visited tho Kelnhe hill in the Hazaribagh district 
on tho 21st April 1890, With the sole exception of the image of Kulegvari 
hho found the images at the placo to be all Buadhistic, and so he suspects 
that tho place is the Makulaparbata of the Burmese Buddhist annals, 
The place has subsoquently been visited by Dr. Stein and he confirms 
the statements of the Babu. 

In the district of Jessore there is a place named Qaila kipa, 
where there is an old mosque which Maulvi Abdal Wali, the Sub-Ro 
‘tar of tho place, has identified with a masjid erected by the great Musal- 
man Sultan of Bengal, Alanddin Husnin Shah, at the request of Huzrat 
‘Maulana Muhamed "Arab, a holy man who flourished at his time, ‘Tho 
‘work was commenced by Hugain Shah's son, Nasir Shah,—who subse- 
quently bocame King of Bengal. 

‘Mr. B, D, Maclgan, O.8,, of Multan, has succeeded in identifying 
many of the plaoos mentioned in the account of Multan Sarkar in the 
third book of tho ‘Ain-i-Akbari. Ho bas also succeeded in proving that 
tho rivers Indus and Chonab did not then flow in their present channels, 

Mahimshopidhyaya Haraprasid Shastri rend three papers on tho 
history of tho re-organization of tho Onsto System in Bongal under the 
‘gvoutost of its Hindu kings, namely, Vallila Sona, His authorities aro 
‘wo eopios of Vallala-carita, copied in 1707 and 1791. He has proved that 
tho work contains a genuine history of the administration of Vallala Sena 
and ho has discovered that the Acnryyas of Bengal, tho astrologers, 
Aiviners, and pacifiers of planetary deities, though they pass at prosont as 
Brahminas, aro none olse than the Magi, or the descendants of the Median 
‘and Persian priesthood. 

‘From Vallala-carita Mahimahopidhyiya Haraprasid Shistri hae 
shown that the present low position of the wealthy and influential caste 
of Sonar banias in Bengal is owing to tho fact that they wore Buddhists, 
thoy ridieuled tho Brahmanas, they joinod the Buddhist Pala kings 
against Vallala and they were comhected with the Palas by maxringo 
also. Mahimbhopidhyaya Haraprasid Shastri has shown from tho 
@ authentic source that the. Kaivarthus, so influential in tho 
trict of Rajshahi, were once the lords of North Bengal, that they 
headed a successful rebellion against the Pélas, that whon worsted they 
joined Vallala, who raised their status in the Hindu sooiety and gavo 
‘them the governorship of South Bengal, where in the sub-divitions of 
‘Vinbaria, Tamluk, and Kontai they are still very inluential. 

‘MahimihopSdhyaya Haraprasid Shistri’s papors have sppeared 
iin the Proceedings. 
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Journal, Part II. 


Although only two numbers of Part II of the Society's Jounal — 
have appeared during the past year, and of these one belonged to the 
year previous, yet several interesting papers have been published. 
Major L, Rogers, LMLS,, contributes a most valuable account of the 
relationship of the water-supply, waterlogging, and distribution of 
Anopheles mosquitoes, respectively, to the prevalence of malaria north of 
Calcutta, He concludes that a good water-supply is an important pro- 
phylactio measure in the lessoning of the prevalence of malaria, and that 
the question whother the Anopheles mosquitoes play a partby taking the 
malarial parasites back to the tanks from their human hosts or not must 
be loft to bo determined by futare oxperiments. 
Dr. P.O. Roy has a paper dealing with two points in Chemistry, en- 
titled, respectively, Further Researches on Merourons Nitrito and its Deri- 
vativos, and On Moreurous Iodide and a now Method of its Preparation. 
+ Thoro aro threo botanical papers: A doscription of a new Hima- 
nyan genus of Orobanchacew, by Mr. J. 8, Gamble and Major Prain, 
IMS, the cightomth instalment of the latter gentloman’s Noviciw 
Indiow, dealing with the Asintio species of Dalbergia; wnd tho twelfth 
of Sir Geongo King’s Materials for a Flora of the Malayan Peninsula, 
For the purposo of studying the Asiatic Dalbergias Major Prain has 
consulted specimens from no loss than fittees herbaria, besides that of 
Caloutta, in tho hopo of publishing a monograph of the gonus ybut this 
proving impracticable undor present ciroumstances, the soventy-four 
Jmown Asiatic species have boon enrollod in a hand-list with bibliography : 
and record of distribution. In the caso of the less familinr spooios the field 
numbers of the spocimons are quoted in order that the list may.be of us 
to workors in horbaria which Major Prain has been unable to visit, 
< should these contain duplicates bearing those numbors, 
In Sir Goonge King’s paper will bo found descriptions of all the 
spooies of the Myrtle order to bo found in a traly indigenous condition 
in the Malay Peninsula, Straits Sottlements, and Andaman and Nicobar i 
Islands. Although this order of plants is best represented in South 
America ;and Australia, the above mentioned portion of the Oriental : 
rogion yields no less than a hundred and twenty-two species, belonging 
to cloven genera. ‘The common Myrtle is the only Huropean form. ve 
‘The most important genus here dealt with is Bugenia, of which no less » 
than ninety-six species aro described, more than half of those being new 
to science. New species of the genera Burringtonia, Tristania, Peeudo- 
. Bugenia, and Planchonéa aro also dealt with in this valuable contribution ~~ 
< to Oriental botany. : 
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The contributions of zoological writars do not bulk very largely in 
our publications for the past year, owing largely to the fact that our 
leading contributor, Major A. Aleock, LM.S., F.R.S., has been ocoupied 
‘on other publications, which under the circumstances may well claim 
notice here. One is the first instalment of a Catalogue of the Decapod 
Crustacea in the collection of the Indian Museum, published by the 
Trustees. This part contains the Introduction, and an account of tho 
‘curious group Dromides or Dromiacea, crabs which are remarkable for 
their narrow form, long antennae, and the position of the last pair of 
Jegs on the back; these curiously-placed loge being often used to carry 
© sponge or sholl used as « protection. ‘These crabs, as a matter of fact, 
find their nearest allies in the lobsters. 

Full descriptions of the Indian genera and species aro given, to- 
gether with lists of the ‘specimens in the Museum collection, and tho 
Iocality and depth et which theso were obtained, generally by tho 
‘Marine Survey ship Investigator, + 

‘The Introduction will be of especial value to studonts of tho 
Crustacea everywhere, inasmuch as it contains » full account of tho 
structure of the group Decapoda (comprising the crabs, lobstors, and 
shrimps), illustrated by reference to the Andaman Lobster (Nephrope 
ondamanious). ‘This species has been choson instead of the usual type, 
the Buropean erayfish (Astaous fluviatilis), since it belongs to our local 
founa in the Hast. Subsequently tho Brachyura or erabs aro compared 
with this genoral type, A. particularly interesting soction is that which 
doals with the general bionomy, or habits of life, of orabs as a whole, 
‘They are, says the author, “tho most highly organised and most intelli. 
gent of the crustacoan class, ‘The Cyclometopes and Catometopes aro 
particularly alert and active, and amonig soveral of the gregarious species 
of amphibious Catometopes life appoars to be almost as complex as it is 
among many insoots.” . 

‘The second and larger work is a complete Descriptive Catalogue of 
the Indian Deep-sea Crustacea in the Indian Museum, being a revised 
account of the deep-sea species collected by the Investigator and also 
published by the Trustees. This is by no means a reprint of earlier 
published reports, for in additioh to tables and descriptions of species, it 
contains tables and definitions of all the groups under which these are 
arranged, from subgenera up to suborders; ond it also embodies a lange 
‘amount of material which the author has prepared to serve as the basis 
for the more comprehensive work on the Indian Crustacea sbove com- 
‘mented on. Accounts of many of the specios dealt with herein have 
been published in our Journal by ‘Major Alcock and Captain A. R. 8. 
Anderson, LM.S., and by the late Professor Wood-Mason, ‘This large 
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memoir, like the work last mentioned, is fully illustrated, the illusira- 
tions in the present book being peculiarly fine. It is gratifying to note 
that their excellence has been much commented on in England, more 
especially as the drawings are the work of a native artist trained to the 
work by Major Aloock himself. 

‘To the general student of animal life and the intellectnal public as a 
whole the third of Major Aloook’s productions during the past year will 
be the most interesting. ‘This is Zoological Glewnings from the Royal 
Indian Marine Survey Ship Jnvestigutor,” originally published among 
Scientific Memoirs by Medical Officers of the Army in India, Herein 
aye collected a number of most valuable and interesting observations 
hitherto scattered among reports and papers where they axe not always 
easily accessible and aro liable to be overlooked. ‘These observations deal 
with such fascinating subjects as commensalisin (the association of two 
vory different animal forms for their mutual benefit), sexual characters, 
pairing and parontal care, protective and warning devices and colour- 
tation, courtship, and habits of breeding and feoding. And these relate 
not only to crustaceans and fishes, butto othr marine animals, such a 
echinoderms, while there aro also some excellent observations on binds 
and reptiles. ‘Taken altogether, this paper is a remarkable contxibution 
to the natural history of many groups of animals, and shows the author 
‘equally at homo in field observation as in systematic work, which is move 
than can be suid, unfortunately, for many zoologiste in these days of 
‘wild speculation and quibblings about nomenclature, 

In his department of butterflies, our Inte and deoply-to-be-regrottod 
member, Mr. L. de Nicbville, was also always conspicuous as a worker 
equally compotent in field or cabinet study, and in his Inst year’s paper 
a Note on the Butterflies comprised in the subgenns Zronga of the genus 
Buploea,” ho shows his usnal perspicacity in attompting to reduce to order 
the limbo of synonyms in which workers have plunged these unfortunate 
finseots, with which ho was s0 well aoquainted in life. 

‘Mammals and birds are the chief forms of animal life dealt with 
‘two interesting papers by Captain A. H. McMahon, O.LE., which 
embody notes on the fauna of the little-known regions of Dir, Swat, and 
Chitral. Of special interest are the author's observation of the occurrence 
of monkeys in this region and his account of the Chitrali method of 
catching goshawks, 

Tastly, some zoological contributions to the Proceedings of the 
Society naturally come in for mention here, There have been some 
interesting exhibits, Major‘Aleock having shown some fine examples of 
the Museum modeller's work in snakes and deep-sea fish, and Mr. Finn. 
‘a living guinea-fowl provided with a neok-tassel of feathers, a curious 
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abnormality in so little variable a bint; while ini the Proceedings was 
published a most useful paper by Miss Evans, dealing with the feeding 
habits and reproduction of the common grey mosquito of Caleutéa, In 
this communication it is shown that the insect may live in its adult 
‘stage for as long as five woeks, and that it exhibits a marked preferenco 
for the blood of the honso-sparrow as food, as woll as for oar own, 
Altogether the scientific sootion of the Society's work may bo said 
daring the last year to havo fully maintained its interest.

‘Dhis part of tho Journal for 1900 contained a long paper by Lt.-Col. 
Waddell on the Tribes of the Brahmaputrn Valley, and could not be 
issued during that year becanso of the difficulty and delay attending tho 
revision of tho proofs by the outhor, who was then in China, ‘Tho 
article was ut length passod through the press and tho Journal for 1900 
‘was published duxing tho oarly part of 1901, ‘Tho tribes in that Valloy 
represent radical elements from all the three great ethnological sub- 
regions, Indo-Chinese, Indo-Malayan and Indian; and tho author 
doscribes their peculiar charaotoristies, dealing with each tribe in detail, 
and gives a largo quantity of anthropometric data which he collected

+ Coins. 


Fifty-sovon coins woro presented to tho Sociaty by the Governments 
of Bombay, Madras and N.-W. Provinoos during the year under review. 
OF thoso 3 aro gold, 7 copper, 41 silver and 6 lead coins. ‘The latter 
bear the dio of the Andhra Dynasty who ruled Hastern end Soniliem 
India from the beginning of first contury B.0. to the end of the-second 
century A.D. Of the gold coins ono belonged to the reign of Jagadeka- 
‘Malla of the later Celikya Dynasty of Kalyana in the Marhatta country, 
found in Bijépur District, within his kingdom. The second gold coin 
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comes from beyond India. It belongs to the Kbalipas of Baghdad. 
‘The thind belongs to the Toghlaq Dynasty of Delhi, Most of tho silver 
coins belong either to the Moghuls or to the independent Muhammadan 
Dynasties who preceded the Moghuls, One of them, however, is of 
peculiar interest. It belongs to Asal Pala, » Hindu king of Kabul, 
‘who must have flourished before the Ghazavites established their rule 
in that country. "The copper coins are not of much importance, ‘Threo 
of the coppor coins are dated. ‘They all, however, belong to a very late 
date, 











Bibliotheca Indica, 


‘Twenty-four Fasoiculi have been published during the year at a 
cost of Rs. 10,099-11-2, Of this sum the: printing charges amounted 
to Rs, 5,026-14 and the editing chargos Rs. 4,172-18-2. The average 
cost of publishing each fasciculus being Rs. 420. Of theso 24 fasciouli, 
22 fasciouli belong to the Sanskrit, two to the Arabic-Persian series 
snd none to Tibetan, No work has como to a close during the year. 
These 24 fasciouli belong to 14 different works. ‘The following is a 
Aosoription of the three mew works taken in hand, all being in the 
Sanskrit series.

‘on Hindu Law and Ritual, which preceded Raghtnandana’s codification 
in the 16th contury, in the eye of scholars and anthropologists can 
searcely be overrated. The Society was anxious for a long time 
to collect MSS. of such works and they have succeeded in this to 
great extent, They have discovered several old codes. Of these 
Govindananda’s code, complete in four parts, is often quoted by Raghu 
nandana and his school. It gives a complete review of all the Rituals 
tobe observed during the courso of a year. ‘The Council of the Society 
therefore, proposed to publish it. It. was also proposed to infuse new 
blood in the editorial staff of the Bibliotheca Indica series, and a young 
Pandita from Bhatpara has been chosen,

During the year under review was published the quinguennial report 
of the operation of the sourch for Sanskrit and other MSS, in Bengal. 
‘From 1891 the work has been dono by Mahimahopidhyaya Harapasid 
Shistri, M.A., Principal, Sanskrit College, Caloutta, During tho five 
yours covered by the Report Mahdmahopidhyaya paid two visits to Nepal 
‘and two to Benaros, and his agents wero activo in Ovissn, Mithita, Kast 
Bengal, and West Behar. Some of the discoveries of these years will 
loave their stamp on the history of India, Dhanurveda was known only 
by name, Four distinct works were discovered during these yoars, 
giving some iden of the military tactics in anciont India, Many new 
‘works were discovered on Medicine and Veterinary Science. A portion 
of tho Kagyapa Sambitd was brought to light, In Astrology the trans- 
Antion of a, Greek work mto Sanskrit by a Greek savant was discovered. 
Sovoral historical works of great importance were made known to the 
‘public. 








‘Tho Report has been very favounbly roooived in Europo and - 


‘Mahimthopldhyiya Haraprasid Shastri has received many appreciative 
letters from eminent Orientalists there, ‘The President has roquested 
the Government of India to sond copies of tho Report to tho Darbar 
of Nepal, where MahimBhopidhyaya Haraprastd Shastri made some of 
his most important discoveries. ‘The discovery of MSS. of Puriyas 
and Tantras written in ancient Gupta character has thrown back the 
ato of the composition of theso two classes of works by soveral centuries, 
‘Tantras were generally considered to have beon as old as the twelfth 
‘century, but MahBmahopidhyayn Haraprasid Shastri has discovered a 
Tantra work dated 908 A.D. and two more MSS. of tantrika works 
which go back to the sixth contmy. A MS. of Skanda Purdna belongs 
to the seventh century, 60 these two classes of works may now be 
pronounced to have been as old as the second or third century A.D., if 
they did not belong to earlier centurie

ANNUAL ADDRESS, 1901. 


Gexriewax, 

I do not propose to detain you to-night with a long address, As it 
happens, I have been engrossed’ during the last two woeks in other 
matters, which have left me scant leisure, but I do not shelter myself 
behind. that excuse. It would be an unworthy retamn for the honour 
you paid me in electing me your President if I did, Bub it is not 
possible that any man can know or profitably address you on all the 
‘varied subjects with which the Society concerns itself, and I think T 
introduced a worthy varintion in the customs of out body in leaving: to 
the experts whom we make our Seoretaries the duty of explaining, as they 
alone can properly do, the researc 1e your in their several depar 
ments. ‘They havo prepared reports of much interest, which will be 
soparately placed before you, and I shall content myself with drawing 
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your attention to the most prominent of the facts they mention. 
‘However wnlenrued any one of us may like myself be in specific 
branches of our enquiries, I am quite coréain that there is not one of us 
who is not intorested in every research, which unfolds new features of 
Bastern life, and inthe conclusions whioh those researches add to onr 
general knowledge, 

Before, however, going on to these more rpecial questions, I may 
congratalate the Society upon tho position it holds at the end of this 
year, ‘Tho roll of its members stands higher thnn it has done for sixteen 
years. Its financial position has correspondingly improved, and tho 
balance at its credit now stands at the respectable figure of Rs, 1,60,000. 
T do.not think it has shirked, to attain this useful end, any of iis 
‘understood and traditional duties. For instance, it hos persevered 
faithfally in its self-imposed but invalanble duty of publishing, for the 
information and uso of the loned, ancient mannsoripts of importance 
which have come under its cognizance. The Sooiety spent upwards of 
Ra, 10,000 Inst year in the furtherance of its Bibliotheca Indica, ‘The 
published fasciculi were chiefly from Sanskeit manuscripts. Two of 
theso are of much importance : one a trontise of tho 18th century on the 
‘Vedantn philosophpy; the other n codification of the 15th century of 
tho exiating rules of Hindu lew and ritual. Important progress was 
ade in the printing of Siv George King’s costly, but very valuable, 
memoir on the Flora of the Malayan Peninsla—n work in which the 
Gorernment of the Straits Settlements has now taken m warm and prno- 
interest. Upon the contribntions of tho members to the Journal of 
‘the Society Ishall prosently say something. Iam spenking at prosent 
only of the Gnanoial We hav 
repair; for the first time wo have insured thei 
‘well, wo might stand bettor, and thero are many directions in which 
larger money help from us is most necessary for the prosecution of 












































prosent house and its site and transfer ourselves to cheaper 
‘Your decision will, of course, depend upon the offers which may be 
made to you. 

A proposal of enrdinal importaneo was also brought before you for 
sitering the status of the Society by including in its scope the develop- 
ment of Indian art, and especially by an enlarged attention: to.the 
‘appliention of science in Eastern studies, ‘Tho decision of the Society 
Jiag been to leave its name and statns unchanged. If I may say ao, I 
think that decision was right. ‘The Society bas an ancient,.and 
Lonoured: name, Its specin! and proper objects have heen, odpsecrated 
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by the lapse of years. ‘The scientific students it was proposed to 
allure to our rolls have their indepondent amd specialised organiz- 
ations, and I think the majority of the Society were right in the 
Delief that the originators of the proposal would not suoveed in 
merging these Associations in the wider and more general body of the 
Asiatic Society. Our Society on its old and time-honoured basi 
osing no ground, On the contrary, it is growing in strength and 
vigour, and it is to my mind cortnin that the interest of its enquiries 
must steadily reach out to and fascinate an increasing civele of Indians 
and Bavopeans alike, A grest Indinn scholar, like our friend Pandit 
Haraprasid Shisbri, whoso contributions toonr journals show such wide 
reading and thonght, cannot fail to attract his countrymen to our rooms; 
‘and there is hardly a yoar, i wo are not delighted by the nccre- 
tion of young Englishmen, like Onptain McMahon and Mr. Maclagan, 
who find time in all their busy lives to discern and track ont things of 
value to our knowledgo of this great India, May the Society ever 
7 geow and prosper. 

Permit me now to spenk to you very briefly of,some of the resulls 
of the researches of the yonr, 

In tho Philologioal Section, the moxt important oontribation was 
paper by Mr. A. H. Francke on the grammar of the Ladakhi ainlect 
with three original documents in that language on the history of 
Ladakh, » paper which, I undorstend, has already attracted much atten- 
tion among the scliolars of Burope. Mr. Theobald h 
‘exhaustive examination of the copper doins of Ancient India, Mr. Hooy 
hhas continued his interesting and ingenious enquiries into rites conneot- 
‘ed with the life of Buddha, and progress has been made by others 
‘the identification of places of note in the anoiont history of India.. 
Perhaps I may bo pormitted in this connection to make some referenive 
to the conservation of anciont monumenta in Bengal, ‘They are not so 
numerous as in somo of the other provinces of Iudin. ‘They aro; I am 
afraid, less imposing or beautiful, but some of them are of high merit, 
‘The stone temples of Bhabaneshwar are small compared to tho great 
pagodas of Southern India, bat they aro beautiful specimens of the 
stone-carvet’s art in the seventh centary. There are many of them in 
excellent preservation, and the most precious of them have been or are 
being restored with a neatness and care which is most oreditable to the 

‘8 and their workmen, and will now certainly be safo for a long 
ime to come. Tn the Malda district thero are at Gaur and Pandan the 
remains of Mubeimadan buildings of fer greater magnitude and 
number. ‘The damage to them is unfortunately greater. ‘The Adit 
‘Mosque in Pandua must have been in its time one of the large 
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noblest mosqnes in India; and at Gaur there ave specimens of work in 
coloured tiles which is wnique in Bengal. The repair and where possible 
the restoration of some of these beantiful bnildings is a work of grent 
Aifficulty and delicaoy, but it hns begun, and I trust that the result both 
there and at Bhubaneshwar will be the preservation to the student of 
history and of art of specimens, which ho will prize, of the ancient archi- 
tecture of Bengal. I have just retarned from a long promised visit to 
tho great fort of Rhotas. ‘The buildings are comparatively modern, 
but they are historical, and they are almost the only examples we have 
in Bengal of the conditions of eastern military life a couple of hundred 
yours ago. Fortunately these buildings aro almost porfect, practically 
‘a8 sound as when Hamilton visited and mappod them in 1824, and they 
will command, perhaps, increasingly as the generations pass, the keon 
interest of the traveller nnd tho historian of this conntry. 

On the scientific side of tho Socioty’s work we had » particularly 
minute and convineing investigation by Major Rogors on the connection 
dotwweon malaria and wator-supply, His enquiries were conducted in 
iperinn municipalities to the North of Calcutta and are now under 
‘the praction! consideration of the local bodies which govern them. Si 
George King, Major Prain and Mr. Gamblo have been adding to their 
‘and Major Aloock has pursued thoto singularly 
intorosting stadies in marino lito which in his modesty ho ealls Zoolo- 
gical Gleanings. His observations on the protective and warning dovicos 
of animals, of their adaptations of colonr for their protection from their 
habitual enemies, would attract the qniok attention of any who have tho 
amaliest knowledgo of zoological science. J wish somo of thoso lonrned 
gentlomen wonld take compassion on thoso who are unloamned or busy, 
sor both. ‘They would enn the grateful thanks of thoto who stand 
sorrowfally outside thotr ranks, if they would propave for ns small guide- 
books to the birdlife and the plant-life of dofined avens, where birds 
nd flowers aro many and attractive, Tt is impossible for any ono but a 
skilled botanist to track out a flowor throngh tho vast pages of Hooker's 
seven volumes, Me. Gamble set an excellent example by his manual on 
the trees and shrubs of the Eastern Himalays, bat his book is meant 
for the forester or the planter, What is wanted is a popalarly written 
manual, all the better if it is illustrated, in which the enquirer can easily 
and quickly learn the names of the birds and flowers around him. 
Tilastrations can now be very cheaply made, and those who have seen 
the charming little volumes,of, I think, the ‘Tract Society on the common. 
wild flowers of England, will know how a book of the kind attracts 
handreds to studies in natural history, who otherwise pass by unheeded 
‘the benntifal objects with which nature surrounds their path. A small 
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mnseum will be opened in Darjeeling next summer, confined to apeci- 
mens of the birds and butterflies and pictures of the flowers of the 
Darjeeling hills, but handier methods are wanted, and Ihope the want 
will be supplied. I forgot to mention the lists of the Simla flowers 
prepared by Mr. Babington-Smith, aud of the Mahableshwar flora by 
‘Mr. Bridwood, both of them valuable, but weither equal to the delight~ 
ful standard of the little book I mentioned about English wild lowers, 
Leannot mention these researches without coupling with them the namo 
of onr Inte Secretary, Mr. doNioéville. His death is a loss we all 
doeply deplore. Tt was characteristic of his life that his death camo 
from his devotion to his sofentife pursuits, It was on a naturalist’s 
expedition to the lower valleys of the Himalayas that he caught tho 
fever, which caused his untimely and lamented end. 

On the Anthropological side we aro indebted to that assiduous 
composer, Major Waddell, for «memoir on the tribes of the Brahma- 
patra Valley, and to Me. Holland for another on the Coorgs snd 
‘Yernvas, 

And now, gontlemen, I have sketched as rapidly I could the outlines 
of the work of the Society in 1901, and drawn your attention to the 
‘more important and interesting of the matters you will find in our records.

‘Mr. F, Finn read an obituary notioo of the Into Mr, L. de Nicéville. 

By the doath of Chaxles Lionel Augustus de Nicéville, Entomo- 
Iogist to the Goyornment of India the world of science loses a brilliant 
and suocossfal workor. He was born in 1852, and camo of a noblo 
Hoguonot family long domiciled in England, and was tho last bron of 
his line, His fathor was» member of the medical profession. Ho was 
educated at St, John’s Collogo at Hurst Pior Point, near Brighton, and 
avo ently ovidence of entomologial tastes, as a schoolfollow inform: 
us that he spent all his spare time in studying insects instond of parti 
cipating in the ordinary school gnmos. Aftor leaving school he was 
for somo time employed in a bank, bat came out to India, and held non- 
‘gazetted appointments from 1876, his last ono being that of Clerk of 
tho Caloatta Small Causo Court, in which employment ho was well 
Known for many years ia Caloutta, His holidays and daily leisure ho 
employed in the Study of Oriental buttorilies, on which he was recog- 
nized as tho greatest authority. His papers on this subject wore over 
50 in namber, and were of the vory: greatost importance, as he was 
naturalist of tho all-round type, not only studying his specimens in the 
cabinet but collecting huxgoly for himsolf, and dovoting much attention 
to breoding. By this mothod ho exporimontally proved that in no loss 
‘that for casos foasonal forms of tho samo buttorfly had beon wrongly 
sopacatod as spocios, and by applying this kuowledgo was ablo groatly to 
to olucidato tho history of thoir forms, Ho doseribed many now epcotos 
fof butteritios and contributed mach to our knowledge of tho distribu- 
tion of thos insoots, travelling in the conto of his ontomological 
resoarches far and wid in tho enst, from Ladakh to Japan and Sumatra, 
His researches wore carried on for many years in a room allotted to him 
in tho Indian Musoum, whore he kept his very fine and extensive collec 
tion, which hag Intely boon acquired by parchaso by that institution, 
It was his custom to daily resort to tho museum for two or three hour's 
study before breakfast, and thus ho was ablo to get through a great 
snack ‘of work during the many years in which ho pursued his 
studies. 

His results wore published in several sofontifio Journals, ospecially 
in those of the Asiatio Society of Bengal, and of tho Bombay Natural 
istory Soviety. OF both of theso he was a member, in the latter’ case 
fan honorary corresponding one, and he sorved thom loyally and well. 
‘More than once he officiated as Natural History Seoretary to tho Asintio 
Society, and once as the Secretary for Anthropology, and from his long 
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connection with the Society, dating from 1881, he was a lit 
tory of its observances and traditions. ‘To the Bombay Society he was 
of the greatest assistance, as he long undertook the task of correoting 
‘the proofs of their Journal, at which he was most painstaking and 
assiduous. ‘The qualities of method and industry were, indeod, most 
characteristic of him, and make his published work of the very high 
of value, 

In addition to his connection with these Tndian scientific sovietiens 
ho was a momber of the Linnean and the Entomological Sooieties, and 
in 1888 was olocted a Corresponding Member of the Zoological Society, 
London, to whose Proceedings he also contributed. 

‘His great work on the Butterflies of India, Ceylon and Barmah, 
was unfortunately never finished, but such portions of it as were pub= 
Vishod have been of the vory greatest uso, For threo years from 1881 
to 1884 ho was put on special duty in tho Indian Masoum, whose ox! 
bition collection of Butterflies he arranged, and at the boginning of the 
past year, to his great satisfaction, he was attached officially to thné 
institution on the creation of the post of Government Entomologist, 
‘Ho attacked the work of economic entomology with his wonted enorgy, 
and in tho pursuit of his studies in the Darjeoling Torai contracted the 
fatal attack of fever aud puoumonia which caused his wotimely donth. 

This has come as a torvible blow to his namorous trionds, for his 
singularly kind and genial disposition had endeared him to all. 

‘With a wido capacity for onjoymont ho combined singularly simplo 
‘nates, and both in this and in his equanimity of temper and choorful- 
ness of mind showed himself a trae philosopher. While ho also realized 
in the fallost dogreo Clinncet’s noble definition of the true gentleman as 
‘ono who is always courteous and ever on the alert to do a kindness 
whonevor ho can Ho loaves but one child, a daughter, and the heart 
felt sympathy of all who knew and loved him in tho oast and at homo 
will be with this young lady and hor relatives in this ad beroavomont,

1. A note on the Son Bhandar Oave near Rajgir.—By Dr. Ty Brock. 
(Abstraat:) 
In this paper I endeavour to determino the date and original desti- 
nation of the Son Bhandar or ‘Gold Treasury’ Cave near Rajgir. Ie 
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consists of two artificial rock-excavations at the south-eastern foot of 
tho Baibhar Hill, near Rajgir, in District Patna, One of thoso is now 
in a dilapidated state. They are gonorally believed to have boon made 
by Buddhists in the 2nd or 8rd century B.C. J think, however, that 
‘an inscription in the outside wall of ono of them gives us a clue to their 
‘ago and original inhabitants, It is a Sanskrit verse in tho Upajati 
metre, written in two lines, and saying that ‘the excellent teacher, 
Muni Vairadeva, mado two beautiful caves, which were renowned on 
fcoount of Arhants, and which wore suitablo for ascetics in order to 
obtain Nirvana, ‘There can be no doubt that the two cavos referred 
to are tho vory ones, where the record is found, and as tho writing 
belongs to the Srd contury A.D,, wo are constrained to put down 
their age to that period. But the insoription, moreover, shows that 
thoy were occupied not by Buddhists, but by Jnins. ‘Tho reference to 
tho Athants and the title muni borne by Vairadevn, instond of the 
Buddhist title bhikyu or gBkyabhikeu, both, point to this, and I think the 
name Vairadeva may bo added as an additional proof of tho same kind. 
Vaira, I tako a8 a corruption of vajra, which is very frequent in the Pra 
Init of the Jains, and which is met with as the namo of a soction of this 
order, Thoro is further jast below tho inscription a carvod figura, 
now mutilated, of a Jain Tirthatkara, which corroborates: the above 


























at, the timo of the visit of tho Chinoso pilgrims pro- 
bably wore fuhabited by Jains, to whom they originally belonged, wo 
ood not try to identify thom with any of tho Buddhist sitos mentioned 
by tho pilgrims, ‘They probably havo boon left’ unnoticed, as, for a 
similar ronson, the eavos in the Barabar and Nagarjani Hills nea: Gaya, 
Gonoral Cunningham's attempt to identify them with tho Saptaparya 
Cavo, the traditional site of tho first Buddhist Council, has never mot 
with any approval.

8. A new Insoripiion from Umga in the District of Gaya—Dy 

Panawesuwan DavAL. Communicated by tho Philological Setretary. 
(Abatract.) 

‘Tho Inseription, which is hore published for the first time, is on a 
‘ose slab of stone lying on the top of the Gauri-Shankar Hill, one of 
the highest peaks of Umga group of hills in the southern part of the 
District of Gaya. It contains in its historical portion a list of twelve 
Rajas down to Bhaicavendra. ‘The same occurs also in another pub- 
lished ingeription from Umga, but the present inscription helps to make 
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somo additions nnd corrections to the other published list. ‘The insorip- 
‘tion then records the consecration by Bhairavendra of some images of 
‘Umi, Mahega and Gapoga, which may still be seen lying on the top of 
the hill close to the inscribed slab. It contains a date purporting to be 
‘Monday, tho 12th tithi of the dark fortnight of Jyaistha, in tho Vikraxan 
yoar 1500. This dato is comowbat puzzling. Tor, on caloulating all 
‘tho possible European oguivatents, as T have done with the help of 
Professor Jacobi’s Tables, I find that it corresponds to Monday, the 7th 
fay, 1442 A-D., the year being the currant Vikeama your beginning 
with Caitra, and the arrangomont of the lunar fortnights being accord- 
ing to the schemo beginning with full-moon (piirpimdnta). ‘The 
100 of curront Vikrama yoars in dates, howover, being a matter 
of very great uncertainty, the calculation can not be considered satin- 
factory; bub at present I seo no other way out of the difficulty, 

‘Tho author refers also to the tradition pointing to Bhairavondra 
1s the buildor of tho great brick temple at Konob, 4 miles from ‘Tikari, 
in District Gaya, and 25 miles from Umga, I think this tradition 
Aosorves very groat oredit, for the close resemblance in stylo botwoon 
this templo and the many tomplos at Umga, which, as wo know, wore 
mostly erected by Bhairavenden, must strike even a casual obsorvor- 
Genorally, the Konch tomplo is put down to 700 A.D, But in my 
opinion the Jocal tradition is far more to the point. 

Finally, tho author rolatos tho traditional history of the succossors 
of Bhairavendra, Ho died childless, and his widowed Quoen adopted 
‘as her successor ono Bhinn Singh, a Sisondhia Rajput from Udaipur, 
who happened to como to Umga on a pilgrimngo to Gaya. Ho became 
the ancestor of the prosont Rajas of Doo. ‘Tho sixth in doscont from 
him, Atibal Singh, removod his enpital fom Umga to Doo, whoro the 
family still resides, tho prosent Raja being a minor, his fathor having 
died in 1898, 





























4. On an carl io MS., relati famous — 
ntact ly Arabic MS., relating to famous horses—By Da, 
(Abstenct.) 

This manuscript belongs to tho very valuable Khuda Bakhsh 
Collection at Bankipore. Tt comprises 28 folios of 18 lines each. Tho 
full title of the work is Al-Halba fi asmé’é ~'l-Khayli "-mashhtira fi 
Linlém wa "LJéhiliyya, ic. “The Hippodrome. On the names of 
famous horses in the days of Islam and in the time of Ignorance.” ‘The 
includes the names of 287 horser, among which eight belonged to 
the Prophet, In the case of horses of purely historical famo, reference 
is made either to the battle in which they wore prespnt or to the 
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Tradition by which they have become famous. In the onso of horses 
who owe their famo to the poets, verses in which their names occur 
fare quoted in full. Inn few cases, the author apparently knowing 
nothing of the horse in question, or having lost his reference, merely 
mentions that the horse was “famous.” In many instances we find 
genealogies of horses, which in some eases go back five or six genern- 
tions, ‘There have been many Arab writers on hippology md on the 
veterinary art, but I believe tho present “ Stud-Book"” is among the 
older writers unique of its Kind. 

Our Asiatic Society's Library is sadly deficient in the important 
item of entalogues of manuscripts. On this nccount before committing 
‘tho above statoment to print I wroto to Mr. B. G, Ellis of the British 
Museum on the subject. He kindly sent mo tho following reply: “ I 
can find nothing out about tho Kitab ul-Halbah of Mub. b. ‘Ali b. 
Kémil. A work of a similar nature was compiled for Dr. Perron by 
‘Mub Ayyéd ‘al, Tantaws Dr, Perron published a translation of it in 
tho first’ volume of his “Ie Nacérl, La Perfection des Doux Arts, 
‘raité complet d’Hippologie et d’Hippintrie Arabes .., Traduit do 
VArabe d’Abou Bekr ibn Bed” 2 pt. Paris 1852—60. Al-Tantaw!'s 
treatise however contains n good many more names of horses than your 
MS docs, Unfortunately he does not mame any of 
Tho MS. is in tho author's own hand, and is probably uniquo. 
Ho gives his name in the colophon as Muhammad ibn ‘AX ibn Kémil, 
‘and says that he composed and wrote this work in A. Hk 677 (A.D. 
1278), ‘Tho introduction contains n dedication to the veafr AbG 'l-Mu- 
fakhir Mohammad ibn Abé ‘Abdu'llab Mubemroad ibn Abé ‘l-Hason 
‘Ali, Ihave unfortunately boon unable to identify either the author or 
his patron, He quotes frequontly from the following writers on the 
horse. Abt ‘Ubayda, died AH. 200, Al-Asmé', died A. H. 216, and 
Toa al‘Ambi, died AH. 548. I may add that I have prepared a 
‘transcript of tho text for pablication,

1, , Phroo new inscriptions from Gaya,—By Dr. ', Buoow. 
( Abstract.) 
‘Two of those inscriptions belong to the timo of Nayapala, that is 
about 950 A.D. They mention Paritoga, Stdrakn and Viévardpa, 
fathor, son and grandson, looal ohiefs of considerable independence, 
who re known to us already from two other Gaya inscriptions, ‘They 
built a number of tomples at Gaya. Ono of thoso two new insoriptions 
is now insido a small shrino in the compound of the Vishnupad Temple, 
s that Vidvarapa adorned Gaya by tomples of Gadidhara and 
othor deities. It is impossible to say to which templo it refers; it is 
cortainly not the present temple of Gadadhara, which, as all other 
shrines at Gaya, is of much later date. Inside the modern Gadadhara 
temple exists a duplicate of this insoription, at least tho 2nd and Srd 
‘verses of both are identical, Unfortunately, the remaining portion of it 
is now covered by a statue of Vishnu, and the owner of the temple does 
not allow to, rémove it, in order to copy the whole inseription. As, 

._ however, it opens with an invocation to the Sun-God, wo may couclude 
that it veterrod to the ereotion of a temple of that deity, 
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The second inscription, with which I am dealing in this paper, is 
near the Aksaya-vata or the eternal banyan tree. It mentions the 
‘exeotion by the same Viévaripa of a number of shrives, the names of 
‘which partly still survive around this locality. Among them isa shrine 
‘or image of the Lord of the banyan treo (vafeéa) at the eternal banyan 
tree (aksayavate). The inscription is of importance for the local history 
‘of Gaya, as it proves the existence of several of the sacred firthas at 
Gaya at a period, which is far anterior to the date of the present temples 
at those places. 5 

The third insoription is close to the eternal banyan tree, at the 
shrine of Prapitamabesvara. It is a small record, written in bad 
Sansksit prose, but it is interesting both on account. of its date, a 
‘also for one other reason. ‘The date is recorded as the Vikrama year 
1299, the new-moon tithi of Jyaistha, a Thursday, when the Suratraina 
Manjadina was reigning. Suratrda is the well-known Sanskrit conup- 
tion of Sultan, and Maujadina stands-for Mu'tzeud-din, and can only 
refer to the Delhi Saltén Mu‘izmdain Bahram Shab, who was taken 
prisoner on the 10th May, 1272 A.D., and killed on the 19th following. 
Calenlating all the six possible European equivalents of the Sanskrit 
dato, I find that both the Ist May, 1242 A.D., and the 18th’ June, 
1278 A.D., correspond, both being a Thursday, coupled with the new- 
moon tith of Jyaigtla. But, as Mu‘izzuddin is still referred to as the 
reigning king, only the first dato is admissible, and the insoxiption thus 
‘was engraved only a fow days before the death of Mu‘izzdain. 

The inscription may be technically called » sdksi-sravaya, ot in- 
vocation of witnesses. It is incumbent upon every pilgrim to Gaya, 
either at the end of each station or at the completion of the whole 
pilgrimage, to call sevoral deities as witnesses that, by going through 
‘the prescribed rites, he has freed himself of the debts which he owes 
to his ancestors. In asimilar manner, in this inscription, Kimadova, 
who seems to have come from the North-West, says: I havo done 
Gaya, Witnoss thereof is Prapitimsha, ‘The temple of Prapita- 
smahesvara, where tho insoription is found, is nt present the last stage 
to which the pilgrims go, and, ns Kamadeva has selected this partioalar 
spot for an invocation of this kind, which is incambent upon the 
pilgrims at the completion of their tour, we may conclude, that in one 
important point at least the present ritual existed already some 650 
years ago.

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8. ‘Tombs on the Hab river in Sind and Southern Beluchistan.- 
By J. Pa, Vooet, Pa.D. 

(Abstract. 

‘This paper describes a number of Muhammadan tombs, which are 
found at various places'in dis om Karachi, 
and which exhibit some peculiari of several 
oblong saroophagi, raised one upon the other, and the doad corpsos were 
deposited inside them, not buried below ground, as was usually the 
fashion all over India. This modo*of burying the dead is called the 
Shami (or Syrian) fashion, as opposed to the Ramf (or Turkish) fashion, 
the usual one in India, It is evidently an importation from the West, 
as it is said to exist also in Seistan and along the Mekran const, 
‘Another peculiarity is the existence near these Muhammadan tombs of 
rude carvings of a man on horseback; he often is represented ns wear- 
ing a bow or sword, and attended by other men on foot, wearing 
matchlock, Some tombs, evidently of females, have reprosentations of 
female ornaments, instead of the figure of the horseman. The author 
compares those carvings with similar ones, which aro vory common in 
tho Himalayan districts, where they are called muhras. ‘They wore 
sot up. by Rajputs after the death of their chief, whose offigy thoy are 
meant to show, and the anthor suggests that tho existenco of similar 
representations at tho Muhammadan tombs in Sind may bo duo to the 
fact, that the Burfat tribe, to whom thoso tombs belonged, were of 
Rajput origin, ‘From inseriptions on somo of the tombs in the Rami 
fashion, we learn that they belong to the middle of the 18th century. 
‘The author is of opinion that the tombs of the Shimi fashion may be 
older, as this mode of burial apparently bad become superseded later 
on by the common Indian fashion, but ho is not inolined to put them 
down toa much earlier age, say not farther than 1550 A.D,

4. An unknown Commentary on the Magdmét of Hartri,—By Dr. 
. D. Ross, 
(Abstract) 

1. Anew commentary on the Magémit of Harfri. 

‘The most famous commentaries on Harfri’s difficult work aro those 
of Mutarizet and Sheris{; there ere many others known to scholars, 
‘but lately I came across one in the Khuda Bakhsh Library at Bankipore, 
which is quite unknown and to which a peculiar interest attaches, It 
is an autograph copy, and although the portion containing Magémét 2 
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to 25 inclusive is missing, the first and last folios are fortunately intact. 
‘The commentary, like its fellows, is chiefy grammatical and the text of 
the Magémét is not reproduced. ‘The colophon tells us that it was 
composed in the yeor “AH. 680 (AD. 1281) by a certain ‘Omar Ibu 
‘Othman Ibn ‘Omar al-Baydbéwi, and in the infxoduction we are told 
that he wrote it at the request of his brothers and uncles, It is not at 
all improbable that this man was the nephew of the famous Qoran 
commentator ‘Abdullah Tbn ‘Omar al-Baydhéwi who died in A.H. 685 
(A.D. 1286.) He may havo been the son of Othman the brother of 
‘Abdullah, and thus the great commentator would have been among 
the “uncles” who encouraged his undertaking. I hope to publish in 
Part I. of the Journal the introduction, colophon and the commentary 
on one Magdmé as a specimen of the author's style.

1. Reynard the Fos in Ladakh —By Tax Revo, A. H. Faaxoxs, 

In tho following I shall givo all those tales of Reynard the Fox 
which I havo collected in Ladakh, in out-lino, simply to draw attention 
to the fact of thoir oxistonco in n ‘Tibetan-speaking country. ‘Tho full 
‘Tibotan text with translation must bo kept for alater publication. ‘These 
tales soom to bo proper folklore; for of the existence of a literary edition 
of such tales Ihavo not yot heard. ‘Tho different opisodos wore not told 
singly, nor ab several occasions, but togethor, as if forming one story. 

‘Although in this country I am unable to compare the Ladakhi talos 
with the immonto liternturo which has boon written on Reynard tho 
Fox in various countries, I shall probably make no mistako in stating 
‘that they aro comparatively near to tho Gorman tales. In both countries 
wo havo a king lion, and tho boar and tho wolfaro both duped by the 
fox. ‘Tho fox is asked to appoar before the lion's court. Ho is willing 
to go, but on tho way thoro ho plays now tricks on his accusers. Bo- 
sidos that, the Ladakhi tale No, 8 is almost exactly tho same as ono of 
‘tho Gorman episodes of Reynard the Fox. 3

‘The lion, tho king, had invited the bear and the fox to eat a goat 

with him, “He told them to go to the brook and to, wash the intestines 
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of the goat. There the fox could not Keep from eating half of the goat's 
stomach, Tho other half he gave the bear, saying: “In ease the lion 
should ask who ato the stomach, you had better look to the ground, 
whilst I shall arrango for both of us i” When the lion asks who ate the 
stomach, the bear actually looks to the ground, whilst the fox points 
with his paw towards him, ‘The lion takes the behaviour of thebear for 
shamo and him for tho trespasser, and Kills him on the spot. 


2, 
Another goat is killed, and tho fox is sont to tho water to wash the 
stomach. Ho cannot help eating all of it. When back before tho lion, 
ho says that it was not his fault if the stomach was gone. ‘A lion camo 
ont of the water and took it, Ibad to haston to get away!” Tho lion, 
tho king, wont to tho water with the fox and saw his own image refleot- 
ed in the water. ‘This ho took for the water-lion, jumped at him and

‘Whon tho lion was dond, tho fox got him out of the water, took off 
his skin and put it on himself. ‘Thon he goos to tho lion's don and sits 
own on the throne. Aftor gome time tho lion's wife, who had boon out 
with the children, comos back and takos the fox for her husband, king 
ion. ‘The fox sonds the lionoss into the hills to find some food for the 
family, When sho is gono, tho fox eats all hor children, and runs avay.

Noxt ho wont tothe wolf's den, whoro only tho wolt’s wife and chil. 
ron wore prosont, He said ho wishod to speak to father wolf, and sont 
his wife to call him home. When sho had left, he ato her ohildron and

‘When fathor wolf como home, he was farious and resolved at once 
to-seok tho fox and to revenge his children, After a long time he found 
tho fox in a forost, whore ho was gathering resin. Ho aske if it was he, 
who had eaten his children. ‘The fox proteuds not to kuow of anything, 
as he had always been gathering resin, “What for?” “To make an. 
ointment for the eyes. If this ointment is smeared on the eyes, you will 
bo able to seo the Iand of the gods (tha yul) as well as the Ind of tho 
rnigas (lu yul).” Tho wolf wishos to try and looses his sight for tro 
days. Finally ho succeeds in soratching off the resin.

Again the wolf goos tofind tho fox, He sees him on the top of a 
mountain plaiting a basket (gundum). Ele goes up and says: “Are you 
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not the one who gavo mo tho ointment?” No, that must have been 
somebody else. Ihave always beon making baskets!” “What for P 
“Te you onter this basket, you will know at once where thero is meat 
and butter!” The wolf is very hungry, wishes to try, and enters the 
basket. ‘Then the fox kicks the basket, and it rolls down the hill.

After some time the wolf sees the fox whois measuring sand with 
fa bushel, “Did you not send me down from the top of the hill ? 
“Not that I know of, I have always boen measuring sand!” “What 
for?” “T shall take it to the village, and there I shall exchange it for 
flour and butter!” ‘The wolf who is hungry, wishes to go with the fox; 
‘Ho is allowed, if he will carry tho bags. ‘Tho fox ties the baga on the 
wolt’s back, jumps on the top of them, and they start for the village. 
‘Thro tho fox bogins to ory: “‘shangla wa chon!” (The fox is riding on 
‘the wolf!) All people como armed with sticks, ‘The fox runs away, and 
tho wolf who cannot ran on account of the heavy lond, is beaten to 
death,

[Another] wolf soos the fox standing in a pond with his tail in tho 
ter, “What are you doing that for?” “Tam ontching fish. If you 
will pat in your tii until next morning, yon will find that a grout 
many fishos havo bitten and seized your tail.” ‘Tho wolf goos in tho 
water to try, and finds in the morning that his tail is frozen in the ice, 
for it was a cold night. Again he is canght and boaten,

‘Tho wolf and the bear (probably rolatives of the previous ones) go 
to tho lion, the king (probably a now ono), and complain on acoount of 
tho impadenoo of the fox. ‘Tho king tells thom to bring tho fox before 
him. ‘The fox is quite ready to go. On tho way to tho king’s court 
‘they 800 9 Lama who is riding on a horse, with an umbrella over his 
‘head, bag for food on his back, and shoos on his fect, ‘Tho fox saya: 
“If you like T will got you the Lama’s umbrella 1” “ How could you?” 
“Wait a little and let mo go in front of tho Lama!” ‘This ho does and 
piotends to be limping. ‘The Loma dismounts and trios to eatch the 
fox. To be able to ran bettor, thy Lama puts the umbrolla on tho road 
and takes off his shoos and the bag. When tho fox and the Lama arq 
out of sight, the bear and tho wolf carry away the umbrella, tho bag, 
and tho shoes, After this tho fox, who'had an easy escape, joins the 
‘bear and the wolf again, As his share in tho booty ho only asks for the 
food which is willingly given to him, ‘Tho wolf receives tho shooa, and 
tho fox-talla him that, with their help, he will be able to ran muoh 
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quicker than he ever could before. The fox tide the strings of the shoos 
fs tight as possible, and when they seo a hord of goats, the wolf is sent 
for a trial. When the goat-herds seo him, the wolf tries to ran away, 
but cannot, on account of the shoos. Ho is killed by the goatsherds. 
‘Meanwhile the bear who was delighted to have received the umbrella, 
had gone home to his cavo high up in the rocks, Unfortunately his 
children, who had nevor seon an umbrella, were frightened by their father, 
ran out of the cave and fell down the precipice, ‘The mother who tried 
tohold them by their tails, fell down bebind thom, and the fathor 
bear who wished to hold his wife, tumbled down bebind her. ‘Thon 
nobody was left to bring the fox before tho king.

‘Tho fox had atolon a calf and had tied it up near his houso to grazo 
there, He said: “When you seo the wolf coming, you must ory, and 
Iwill come and deliver you!” ‘Thon he goos away to got somo 
After a short time ho heard tho calf orying and went there to deliver it, 
There was no wolf and the calf said: “I was crying only becouse I 
‘enjoyed the grass so mach!”

8. Some notes on the Rajvarngt Caste.—By Moxaonan Roy, Deputy 

Magistrate, Rangpur. (Communicated by tho Anthropological Secretary). 
(Abstract) 

‘Tho tarms Rajvasisi and Koch have generally boon sssamed to apply 
to the same ethnic group, but the author of this paper gives good reason 
for believing that they really include two communities of entirely dit- 
ferent origin. When the Mongoloia Koches roso to power in tho west of 
Assam, and tho north of North Bengal, they gradually fell under the 
influence of Hinduism and bogen to assume the name Rajvasigi which 
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was already the appellation of the great bulk of the admittedly 
Hindu population in their neighbourhood. ‘The original Rajvarhgis 
‘wore of Dravidian origin. Near the headquarters of the Koch rule the 
title Rajvaragi was applied to all alike, and a considerable racial mix- 
tare took place. But further away the Kochies did not so readily obtain 
recognition as Rijvarhgis and remained a distinct community. 'To th 
day, in most parts of Rangpur, Koches and R&jvathgis may bo soon 
living in the same village, but in all other respects quite distinct, nnd there 
in no intermarriage between them. ‘Thore is n general consensus of 
opinion, amongst the persons consulted by tho author of this paper, aa to 
the marked difference in physical typo botwoen tho two communi 
ovor the greater part of tho Rangpur district, Further north, thero has 
‘been a good deal of intermingling, but evon there the two typos can be 
loarly distinguished. ‘Tho anthor goos on to point out other differences, 
‘Tho Koch worships Siva and Sakti while tho trae Rajvarhgi is  Vaish- 
nava, ‘Tho former drinks spirits and eats pork, but the lattor usually 
abstains from both. ‘The former shows traces of matrinrehal polyandry 
but tho Intter doos not 

‘Tho paper is an interesting ono, and, if the theory advanced in 
it is nccopted, wo have at once an explanation of tho great differences 
of opinion which havo from timo to time béon expressed by difforont 
observers as to tho physical affinitios of these poople, Some, whoso 
opinion is entitled to tho highest respeot, have declared them to be 
Mongoloid, while others, equally compotont, havo hold that they aro of 
Dravidian origin,

‘Tho Licchavis, montionod in tho Manu-sambitd ns Vritya-Keatriyas 
‘ut doscribod by Sanang Setsen and Osoma ns a branch of the Scythian 
aco, camo into India about tho 8th contary B,C. Samuel Beal thinks 
that tho scene found at Sinchi probably refors to the stupa raised 
by the Licchavis over their share of tho relics of Buddha, The ap- 
pearance, ete., of the mon shows that they were a branch of the race 
called Yuo-chi (by Chinese writers) and allied to the people of Kuohe. 
They, as a confederate of eight republican clans, settled in Vaigal 
corresponding to modern Basiirh in the Muzaffarpur District. About 
540 B.C,, they wore conquered by Ajéta-gatra, Emperor of Magadha. 
‘But afterwards they became very powerful in India, and about 471 B.C. 
Giga-niga. who was a momber of their race, became installed in the 
Kingdom of Mogadba. According to the Mabivamss, the Cipuniga 
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Aynasty raled there for about one hundied years, but according to the 
Vinpu-purdya for 362 years. About 320 B.O. the celebrated Indian 
Hmperor, Candra-Gupta, married o Licchavi givl, named Kumaradevi. 
‘That the Licchavis were then at least of equal rank and power with 
the early Guptas is shown by the pride in this allinnco, manifested by 
tho latter. ‘The Licchavis, who were Buddhists, afterwards accepted 
Brihmapism and became absorbed in the military caste about the 7th 
contury A.D. when Hinduism revived in India, 

‘Tho kings of Nepal, Tibet, Ladak, and Mongolia too, trace their 
Aescont from the Licchavis. ‘The Licohavi conquest of Nepalis assigned 
to Nowarit, whoso ago is unknown, Moro than thirty kings of this 
aco had reigned in Nepal before Jayadeva I, ruled thore about 830-355 
A.D. His suocossors were all Licohavis. ‘Thus Amga-barma, who was a 
contemporary of Hwenthsang and réigned in Nepal in 635-650 A.D,, 
‘belonged to the Licchavi race, Na-khri-tsan-po, the first king of Tibet, 
‘was s member of this race. ‘The 32nd in descent from him was Srang- 
taan-gam-po who, about 627 A.D., married the daughter of Ampu-yarma, 
the Licohavi king of Nepal. ‘The rulors of Lndak and Mongolia do 
ikowiso claim descont from the Liochavis.

aiid it was with no common rogrot that wo saw tho close of hia tenure 
of office, Wo hoped to soo him again among us, to read the paper which 
ho then announced his intontion of preparing on the work onrried out 
by hhis Adminiatration for tho conservation of tho valnablo archiwologionl 
romains nt Gour and Pandua in tho district of Malda, but the realisation 
of that hope has endly passed away, OF his connection with tho Society 
wore may bo appropriately said ia tho noxt Presidential Address. I 
‘would now propose that we join the Council in tho Resolution which 
thoy have passed by recording the following Resolutic

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‘Mahamahopadhyaya Haraprasad Shastri exhibited the image of a 
Buddha Chaturbhaja from Kanchananagar in Burdwan. 


‘The following papers wore read :— 

1, The Vratya and Saviskara theories of Oaste—By Satis Ouaxone 
‘Viprinadgaya, MA. 

(Abstract,) 

In tho Hindu gistras costes have beon classified as (1) Mita 
(original), (2) Vratya (fallen) and (8) Sarikara (mixed), ‘The Mala or 
original castes are Brahmana, Keatriya, Vaigya and Qadra, that is, the 
priest, warrior, trader and servant that are said to have sprung respect- 
ively from the mouth, arms, thighs and legs of Brahma tho Supreme 
Being. Bach of the four original castes had to obsorve cortnin religions 
rites enjoined on it by Gastrns, ‘Those membors of the first three castos 
‘who did not observe these rites, specially those who failed to invest them- 
solves with tho sucred thread at tho proper time had to be degraded 
from their community, Wheso negligent members were called Vrittyn 
or fallen, Vriitya is thus defiued to bo a Brihmaya, Kgntriya ov Vaigya 
who has lost casto throngh non-observance of Gistrik rites, This is the 
generally accepted signification of the word Vratya, My own viow about 
tho Vriitya castes is, however, w little difforent. Tn tho Vedic literatnre wo 
find that the word Vrdtya bees n wido signification, ‘There wo find 
thatall people whothor natives of India or foreigners who were not within 
tho palo of Brahniapic civilization were alsoincluded among Vratyas, It 
‘that tho word hai been vory extensively used in our 
sacred literatmre. ‘Tho Vedio religion did not spread over India in w 
‘single day. Tt required hundreds of years to pénetrate into the distant 
of this vast continent, In the anofent literature we fia minato 
tions of the axcrifices on tho Sarasvati and Drsadvati only. ‘Tho 
region lying between these two rivers was called Bralindvatta corre. 
‘ponding to most parts of the Panjab, ‘The Panjab was ini fact the place 
wherein Brahmapic civilization took root at a considerable antiquity. 
‘Most other places in Tndia and outside’ were thon inhabited by pboplo 
who did not observe the Vedio rites. ‘These people were called: Vratyas, 
In tho Vedas it has beon said that in the beginning all were Vratyas. 
In the Tandya-paficavishpa Brahmana of the Sima-Veda the Kangitakis 
have: been’ specially denoted as Vratyas aud Yajiiivakirna (unfit to 
sacrifice). No trace of the Kaugitaki people ia now to be found in 
India, In the Sadvitiga Brahmaga and Qreuta-sitra of Latydyane the 
‘Vrityas are described as living in largo number in the west of India. 
According to Dr, Weber these western’ Vratyas, who alone knew how to 
perform the Syona sacrifice, referred to the ancient Persians. In the 5th 
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ook of the Atharva-veda we find that the Angas and Magadhas in the 
cast and Gandharis, Mujvantas, Gidras, Mahivryas and Vablikas in the 
north-west were known to the Hindus, Now Anga corresponds to 
‘modern Bhagalpur, Magadha to Behar, Géndhira to Peshwar, Vablika 
to Balch, oto, 

‘Tho Mann-sazhbitd, too, affords us with a pretty long list of tho 
‘Vritya people, From among the Vritya Bralnmanas included in the list 
of Mann I may mention only the Avantya and Vatadhann, ‘The Avantyns 
were the Brdbmanas of Avanti or modern Ujjnin, The: Vatadhana in 
probably the samo as Vethadina or Vethadipa mentioned in the colebrat~ 
ed canonical Pali work:Mahaparinibbana sutta (Chap. 6) and other 
Buddhist works, According to the description of the Pali works it may 
be asserted that Vethadipn was situated in the district of Shahabad. 
Avanti or Ujjain, which was a part of Malwa, was a hend-quartors of 
Buddhism up to about 71 B.O., and the Brahmanas of Vethadipa 
‘actually took @ prominent.part in preserving the relics of Buddha so 
cnrly as in the your 543 B.O, Lt is therofore not altogother unreasonable 
to conjecture that the Bribmanas called Avantya’ and Vajadhana wore 
regarded as Vrityas on account of their being devotees to Buddha and 
hig religion, 

‘Vratya Kynttiyas montioned by Mann wore tho Jhalla, Malla, 
Nioohivi, Nata, Katana, Khnsa, Dravida, Peandraka; Audra, Kamboja, 
Yavann, Gakn, Parada, Pablava, Oina, Kiréta and Danada, 

Of these the tribes called Jhalla, Nata, Karapa and Khasa still oxiet in 
variotid distriots of Northern India ocoupying social positions inferior to 
those of the Rajaputs. Tho Mallas wero a Budahist poople that lived 
in Pavi and Kusinara in tho district of Goruckpore. The Niochivia 
(Lioobavis) wore also Buddhists. ‘They lived in Vuigali corresponding to 
modern Basith in the distriot of Muzaffarpore, and wero very. powerfal 
in the Sth century B.C, “The Dravidas wore the Dravidians of Souther 
India. ‘Paundrakas wore the pooplo of Puydravardhann corresponding 
to modern Dinajpur and Maldah in Northern Bongal. Andras wore the 
ple of Oridsn. ‘The Kambojas were the people that inbabited'the 
Hindu Krish mountain which separates tho Giljit valley from Batieh: 
‘The Yavanas wore the Bactrian Greeks, und tho Sakas wore the smé 
fas the people’ of Sakai in Central A arada and Puhlava ivoré 
‘also two foreign tribes. Cinas were the people of China and the Daradng 
of Davdisten in the north-western frontior of Kashmir.’ The Kivatie 
‘wero wlit-faced people that were very numerous in Sikkim, Hust Népal 
‘aud ‘Tibet. ‘The tribe called Karoga’mentioried inthe Vignuparaoa has 
eon dokeribied as ‘Vratya-vaigya in the Manm-sexihtta, 

oni the’ above it is evident thnt people of Perwia, Balkh, Sakai, 
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Skythi,Séiiké, China, Dardisten, Nepal, Sikkim,--Beber, 0: 
Northern Bengal, Southern India, Bhagalpax, etc., have all been called 
‘Vratyas or non-observers of Vedio rites. 

In the first paragraph of this paper the distinction betweensa pure 
caste aud a Vratya caste has alveady been indicated. “It now temains 
to-givo a short account of the sacrifice by which a Vritya could bo 
admitted into a pure caste, In tho Tindya-paficavithga Brahmapa of 
the Sama-reda this sacrifice called Vratya-stoma has been desctibed at 
Jength, “It.is of various -kinds,-of which two: may be mentioned here, 
‘The first called Hina-crdtya was a sacrifice that was performed. for ‘the 
conversion of the unfranchised people, and the second called Gara-gir was 
that for the re-admission of the degraded ones. In the Latyayana Grautra- 
sitra of the Sama-veda, Chap. 8; Sect, 6, it is stated thats Vratya-stoma 
could bs performed: by # learned and pure Brahmans at the requisition 
of atleast thirty-three Viatyas, When such a sacrifice was performed 
‘the Vratyas, having secured the rights and privileges of the, twice-born 
castes, might afterwabds: learn: the’ Vedas, perform sacrifices, receive 
presents: and dino with Brahmanas without boing required to submit 
to penance. This is a very brief account of the Vyatya theory. 

In later Sanskrit works the word Vratya is very seldom found, 
‘The term that repeatedly occars here is Sasikara, According to tradi- 
tion Samkara signifies those castes that are said to have been produced 
by a'mixture of different castes. As the mixture can take place in ine 
numerable ways the:number of ‘mixed: castes is unlimited. Thus the 
fone original ‘castes ‘by intermarriage ean ‘give rise to twelve mixed 
castes. “"Pheso! twelve by mixtare among’ themselves and with the four 
original casted may produce lmndieds-of other. castes. In this way the 
mixed castes may be multiplied infinite-fold, ‘This is a very briefistate- 
ment of the traditional theory. My own theory about thé Samkara is 
quite different. In my opinfon the Vratya people having entered the 
hiorarchy of Brahmagas woro called Samkara. ‘Those who did not 
follow the Vedic rituals in the beginning were designated’ as Vrityas 
and these ‘afterwards having observed those rites and being adwitted 
into the Bralimanic society were called Samkara. ‘Thus the Nisida 
‘@esoribed in the Latydyana Qrautasitra of the Sama-veda as an sbori- 
final tribe has been mentioned in the Manu-sarihita as a mixed caste 
hom of  Brahmaga father and Qidm mother. The Abbiras'who, ac- 
cording to the Vignu-paria (Book IV, Chap. 24) conquered Magadha 
and reigned: there for several hundred years, have bec mentioned in 
tho Monu-sarihitd. ns a mixed caste born’ of a Bréhmana father and 
Ambagtha mother.. ‘The Karana, Paupdrake, Malla, etc. have been re- 
ganjed by Mann as Vratys Kgatriyns, But in later Sanskrit works they 
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have been deseribed as mixod castes. ‘Thus in the Brahma-vaivarta 
Pardga the Karaga is mentioned as having beon born of a Vaigya father 
and Gidra mother, the Paundraka from a Vaigya father and Cundi 
mother, and the Malla from a Leta father and Tibara mother. The Kirata 
mentioned in the Manu-sarihita as Vratya Keatriya has beon desoribed 
in the Ballala Charita as a mixed casto born from a Vaigya father and 
Brabmana mother. ‘The Sardkas returned in the Government Consus 
8.0 Jain or Buddhist sect have been mentioned in the Brahmavaivarta 
Paxdga as a Hindu caste born of a Jola father and Weaver mother. In 
reulity Saraks wore immigrants from Sorike and Sarogio the same 
people as Sorgae that lived at the mouth of the Indus. The Kols who 
are evidently an aboriginal wild people of India have been designated 
in the same Pardga as a mixed caste born of a Lota father aud Tabara 
mother, ‘The Kaivartas who were perhaps the original inhabitants of 
Bengal have been desoribed in the Manu-sarhbita as a mixed casto born * 
from o Nigida father aud Aogavi mothor, but in the Purdnas as that 
born froma Keatriya father and Vaigyn mother. ‘The Andhra, Chola and 
Pandyatribes of the Dravidian poople became in course of time reckoned 
as pure Kgatriyas, ‘The Timila tribe of Dravida made several inroads 
into Ceylon and in.the Sth century A.D. five Tamil Kings successively 
reigned in the island,, The Témils came towards the north too and the 
‘Tambuli caste of Bengal was perhaps formed by thom. 

From what wo have found here it is evident that tho. traditional 
Sarhkara process of birth exists in mere theories, but doos not correspond 
to actual facts. _No caste ever came into existence in the way presup- 
posed by the traditional theory. Tt is, however, undeniable that thore are 
some rare instances of the father and mother being of different onstes, 
‘but in thoso cases the children get the rank of either of the parents. In 
Dorjecling I met. with several men of tho Chatri caste whose father wns 
Brabmaage, but mother Obatri, but I never met with a single instance 
in which a Bratmana father and Ohatri mother gave birth to a child 
that produced a third caste, ‘Though the Sathkara process of birth is 
‘m absolate myth it must be admitted that the theory of Satikara onstes 
expounded in the Brabmanic Qastras is indeed very grand. The 
Brahmapic legislators by traciog tho original four castes from the 
Gifforent limbs of Brahma the Supreme Being and then deriving all 
other castes from a mixture of the four thoroughly established the unity 
‘nd common footing of all the members of the Hindu society. ANckstes 
from: Brabmanas to Candalas are shown to be directly or indiveotly 
coonected with the Supreme Being and the gradations of honour existing 
among.the mombers of ditferent castes aro also duly maintained. But 
it should be observed here that the Vratya thegry was very much simpler, 
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for it assumed only four classes of people.* The Vratya’people having 
performed the Vratya-stoma could freely mix with members of the four 
pure and original castes on terms of equality. 


2. Four inscriptions’ of Makdsiva Gupta and Mahabhava Gupta of 
Kalinga and Kosala.—By Maniuanovinavava Hanareasko Sutera, M.A. 


Babu Rangalal Banerji edited one sot of threo Oharters of Mahi- 
bbava Gupta in the Ind. Ant, Vol. V, in 1876. Ho edited auother set 
‘by Mabasiva Gupta in Jour. Beng. As. Soo. in 1877. Babu Pratap 
Chandra Ghosh edited another set in the same year in the same Journal. 
Dr. R, Mitra edited a fourth set of the Chartere in 1882 in the same 
Journal again, 

In the third volume of the Epi. Ind. Mr, Flet re-edited these four 
chapters and edited two more which come into his possession. 

‘Ihave got four new charters of theso kings here. They. belong to 
‘the same Mahabliava Gupte and Mabasiva Gupta like their predecessors, 
‘The plates have been deciphered by Babu Ganga Mohan Laskar, M.A., 
Government Research Scholar, under my directions. But they afford 
very little new information. It is a wonder that with 10 insoriptions in 
‘our possession we do not yet precisely know who the kings were and 
where aud when they reigned. 

‘As pointed out by Mr. Fleet the Epigraphy belongs to a period 
subsequent to 1000 A.D., but I.do not think very long after 1000 A.D. 

‘The kings are said to have reigned over: the countries of Kosala, which 
means Gondvana, and Kélinga or‘Trikelinga, a very vague word mean- 
ing sometimes the whole coast from Madras to Bengal sometimes the 
‘Northern Sarkars aud Countries including the Eustern Provinces of the 
Nicom. 

‘Mr, Fleot says. that their capital, sometimes called Vinstapura 
and sometimes Yayitinagara, on the Mahanadi is the modem Katake. 
Babu M. M. Chekravartti doubts if ‘this could be correct. ‘That these 
‘two names apply to the same city there is no doubt, for a certain number 
of slokas have been applied to the descriptions of both and in both these 
descriptions the city is said to be on the Mahanadi. 

‘Tho lately discovered. Sena records speak both of Yayatinagara and 
of Vinitapura, - The Pavaradata written by a courtier of Lakshma-sena 
speaks of Yayatinagara and Ballala Carita speaks of Vinitapura: where 
the persecuted Banias found a refuge, 

‘The villages granted with strange Dravidian names are extremely 
difficult to identity. 

‘The plates will be properly. edited in the Journal or in Epi. 
graphia, 
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8. The identification. of Ramagiri, the ‘starting-point of the cloud 
in the cloud-messenger of Kalidasa with Ramagarka Hill in the Sugruja 
‘State-—By Mawiwanorivnvdva Hanareasio Suister, MA. 

Ramagiri, the starting-point of the cloud-messenger in Kalidasa’ 
well-known poem Meghadiita, and the temporary residence for a year. of 
tho banished and love-siok Yaksha was identified by Horace Hayman 
‘Wileon in 1818 with Ramateo, 28 miles north-east of Nagapura. It is a 
place sacred to Rima and it is in’ the neighbourhood of Sitabaldi the 
famous hill on which tho British Residency was attacked by Appa Saheb 
in 1818. Th first verve of the Moghadita speaks of Rama's hermitage 
swith its waters sanctified with the ablations of Sits. 

But when tho south-east monsoon, which commences abont the 19th 
Jkind or about the beginning of the Bengali month of Asaghia, began 
to blow it would carry the clond towards Melwé, and not to Amira- 
Kantaka (snciont Amrakits). So for a long time I doubted tho correst- 
ness of Wilson's identification. 

‘My readings, however, brought to my notice another Ramagarha or 
Ramagiti a few miles to tho east of the Amrakiita. This Rimagatha 
is also sacred to Rima and there are pools, rills and brooks sanctified by 
thevholy baths Of Site, It is desoribed in the 18th volume of Cunning- 
hhnms Arch. Report as a single hill on a small plain with spnrs.and a peak. 
‘The* siall plain is surrounded on the north and towards north-east 
and ‘north-west by high range of hills which a rain-clond is not 
expected to eross over. So when the south-east monsoon atrikes upon 
4s piece of cloud resting on the spurs of Rimagiri it will drive tho olond 
north-west. Obstructed there the cloud will veor round to the Armaktita, 
So I thought Ramagarha in the Sargaja Stato would be our Ramagiri, 

But an unexpected. corroboration was afforded by a stndy of the 
works on Rimagarha, It has two caves very anoient indeed, one is now 
called the Jogimars cave, the other Sitsbanjiré cave: ‘These caves have 
insoriptions in Asoka characters, ‘Those have not yet’ been deciphered, 
Cunningham tried his hand at it, but could nob do much, He was 
amxious to find in it some record of Devadatta, the cousin and opponent of 
Buddha, But I found two love-songs in these insoriptions.
